Old records tell us one way 
Arab riders were in the custom 
of churning milk. They put it In 
hags, which were fastened by 
cords to the saddle, and dragged 
the bags along the ground. 

Butter o! one kind or another i 
was used more than 3,000 years ' 
ago. Probably It was not solid, 
for we are told It was "poured" 
from the container. In ancient 
times, butter seems to have been 
used more as a salve for wounds 
than as a food. 

As time went on, better ways 
ol churning were learned. One 
! old-fashioned chum was ai 
woode n - ■ eomstner - w i nch -looked* 
something like a thin barrel. It I 
nad an upright handle which was 
worked up and dow-n. The con¬ 
tainer was partly- filled with milk 
for cream, and the person work¬ 
ing it had a long, hard task. 

A heller type of chum was 
made with a barrel which was 
set in a framework, and was 

turned around with » ftant Thi« 

kind of chum, still used In some 
parts, works best when the barrel 
Is turned ■'end-over-end.” . 

Modem dailies have power-1 
driven chums. Cream is placed j 
in a container, and human mus-! 
tie is not needed to turn ft into [ 
butter. Some present-day chums | 
are large enough to produce halt 
a ton of butter. . _ 

It is possible to make butter 
Irom whole milk, but the usual] 
way nowadays is to employ, only 
cream. The fatty part of the milk 
makes the butter, and almost all 
.the. fat is )p the cream. Separ¬ 
ators make it easy for the dairy¬ 
man to take the cream from the ] 
milk. 

When It Is churned, the cream 
is shaken or jarred, often with 
paddles. The shaking makes the j 
bits of fat gather together. In 
that way producing small lumps 
ot butler. Then the "buttermilk" , 
is drained away, and the lumps 
o! butter are worked together, j 
Tests with certain kinds of 
chums have shown that butter 
can be made in as little as three I 
or four minutes, Such butter, 
however, is not of the best grade. 
Experts say It is better to take a 
longer time to make butter. 

Butter can be made from sour 
cream or from sweet cream. 
Dairymen say they “ripen” cream 
when they let It turn sour to pre¬ 
pare for butter-making.
